Specifically,  Mohdar  reported  that  ;b6 
in  late  Spring  early  Summer  2  000,  Mohdar  accompanied  Alhazmi  and  b7c 
Almihdhar  on  a  trip  from  San  Diego,  to  Los  Angeles  to  drop 
Almihdhar  off  at  Los  Angeles  International  Airport  for  a 
Lufthansa  Airlines  Flight  to  Saudi  Arabia.  On  the  way  to  Los 
Angeles,  the’  three  stopped  off  at  the  King  Fahd  Mosque  in  Culver 
City  before  continuing  to  an  unnamed  motel  where  they  would  stay 
the  night  prior,  to  going  to  the  airport.  While  at  the  mosque, 

Mohdar  was  introduced  to. a  tall,  thin  unnamed  individual  with  a  ' 
dark  complexion  and  beige  baseball  cap  that,  when  removed  during-' 
introduction,  revealed  a  receding  hairline.  A-lmihdhar's 
referenced  flight  occurred  on  06/10/2001.  Los  Angeles  concludes 
that  Mohdar,  Al  Hazmi  and  Almihdhar  attended  the  King  Fahd  Mosque 
on  06/09/2001 .
